Abstract 

A method of forming a grouted pile member in unstable soil involves 
introducing a pile member into the ground and passing it through a first extremely 
unstable layer of soil into a second layer of relatively unstable material. Grout is 
introduced through the pile member under pressure and forms a column generally 
below the pile member. The pile member is then lowered into the grouted material. 
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
